SCHOOL REPORT. 


Your Committee have attended to the duties assigned them, and 
beg leave to make the following report : 


Common School education lies at the foundation of our national 
existence and happiness: therefore, its well-being is of vital im- 
portance to every one. An ignorant man is a blot on humanity, 
and an insult to our free institutions. Therefore it is the bounden 
duty of every parent to thoroughly educate their children, and the 
parent that neglects this is recreant to his trusts, both to God and 
humanity. He that has an interest in their welfare will seek by 
all legitimate means to aid in their intellectual improvement. In 
order to do this he will see that they have a good school. The no- 
tion that a school will ‘*‘run itself” has long since exploded. 
Bushes will grow anywhere; but fruit trees to produce must be 
cultivated with care. And no interest will so surely and liberally 
repay all outlay of time and money as the common school. Look 
to it, then, that you rob not yourself by neglect of this great in- 
terest. 

Your schools have been generally successful during the past 
year. In some few instances there have been slight difficulties, but 
not sufficient to lead to the breaking up of any school. When will 
parents learn that it is very poor policy to ‘* club their children in 
order to kill their enemies?” And when will they learn and feel 
that it is decidedly mean to carry neighborhood quarrels and per- 
sonal piques into the school; and yet, if we will trace back school 
troubles to their source, we will, nine times out of ten, discover 
them here. 

If you would have a good school, make up your mind and act 
fully up to the principle, to take a deep and thorough interest in its

prosperity. Then you will be very careful nothing injures it. If, 
you are led to’ believe that the school is not successful, the proper 

and just way is not to take your children out of school, and report 

the school a failure, but to ask an investigation. This is due you, 

and the teacher and the rest of the district, who may suffer loss. by 

your action, and will also oftentimes save the school from long con- 

tinued and injurious feuds. Itis possible that you may be mistaken 

in the character of the school. If so, you, as an honest and hon- 

orable man, wish to be corrected, and your mind disabused. If 
you are right, you certainly ought to demand an investigation, for 

every day such a school continues is an evil. 

The teachers have been in many cases young and inexperienced, 
but have, we believe, labored to faithfully discharge their duties, 
and, in almost every instance, with marked success. A new 
method of examination and marking the standing of the various 
schools has been introduced, and has-had a very marked effect up- 
on the schools, both with the teachers and.pupils. ‘They under- 
stand by this method that there is no guess work, or trusting to a 
treacherous memory, but that.the exact improvement and advance- « 
ment of the classes has been obtained, and accredited, and the fol- 
lowing tables will show to each school the advance made in each 
study. ‘Teachers’ meetings were held last summer once in two 
wecks, and, we think, were very beneficial: as they not only in- 
troduced the teachers to each other, and demonstrated to them that 
they were not alone, but also served to systematize the schools, 
making the methods of teaching and conducting the schools sim- 
ilar. Also gave to the teachers confidence in cases of difficulty, 
as they obtained the counsels of their fellow teachers, and the in- 
structions of the committee. It also served to stimulate them, as 
each teacher reported the progress and condition of her school, it 
naturally excited the emulation of those who might be delinquent. 
A Common School Association was organized and sustained for 
the winter schools, as a substitute for the teachers’ meetings, but 
we do not think that it was as beneficial or practical. 

No new school books have been introduced during the year. 
One has been rejected— Tower’s Elementary Grammar. The 
schools have in a large measure supplied themselves with the text- 
books recommended by the town; still, there is to be found, here 
and there, some relics of the past. 
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No new school houses have been built in town this year. There 
have been some needed repairs made in some of the districts. In 
others there is great need of the same thoughtfulness. The school 
houses in town are generally very comfortable ; yet some are not 
only unfit for the purposes for which they are used, but it is a 
question what they are fit for. 

A very successful spring and fall term of the High School, un- 
der the direction of E. P. Frost, assisted by a competent corps of 
teachers, has demonstrated to the town three things — the need, 
the benefit and the ability of the town to sustain such a school. -A 
very successful tuition term of a primary school was taught by 
Miss Eliza Snow. 

Some of the schools, also, both summer and winter, were 
lengthened by subscription: also by giving the board and wood. 
Our schools are too short; and there is too much difference in the 
length of terms in the different districts, thereby defrauding some 
children of their just advantages for an education. This can only 
be justly avoided by a thorough redistricting of the town. If the 
majority of the parents in the town decide that a short poor school 
near by is better than a longer and better School a little farther 
away, the children must suffer for the error. We believe that 
every child in town should have an equal amount of schooling ; 
that the outskirts shall not be robbed for the center, nor the center 
for the outskirts. We believe the intent of the common school tax 
is, that it shall be expended according to the wants of the scholar, 
not of wealth. ‘Those living in scattered communities will have 
to suffer the disadvantage of farther travel, while those in the vil- 
lage have the burden of increased taxation. 

The amount of money expended by the town for school purposes 
this year was $2,097.92. The amount required by law to be 
raised, in order to draw our proportion of the literary fund, is 
$1,627.50; the amount given and subscribed by different districts 
to lengthen out the terms of school was about $100: making a 
whole amount of $2,197.92 for public instruction. Besides this, 
some $950.00 was paid by the town during the year in tuition in 
the High School and the Tuition Primary. 

The annexed table will show how this money has been ex- 
pended, together with the wages of the teachers, number of schol- 
ars, number of weeks, number of visits, &c., &e. 
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Werefrain from mentioning each school, and giving our opinion 
upon its merits or demerits as a school, or passing judgment on 
the teacher as to her capacities ; for we believe to ‘“‘err is human,” 
and there is certainly a possibility that we may be prejudiced ; but 
a glance at the table will give you an exact record of the advance 
of your school, and ‘‘ by their fruits ye shall know them.” ‘The 
schools in District No. 3 have been “graded,” with good effect, 
reducing the number of classes in the three schools to an average 
of nine classes to each school; District No. 2 very much needs 
the same work. An attempt was ope made by the town to re- 
district, but was a failure. 

We call your attention to a few facts brought out in the total 
report of the schools, as shown by the registers. Six hundred 
and thirty-six different scholars attended your schools during the 
past year — 331 boys and 3806 girls — while the average attend- 
ance was only 478, showing that on every school day 158 scholars 
were absent from school. Whose fault was this? And against 
those that did attend there are reported nearly one thousand in- 
stances of tardiness (891). There have been 85 visits made by 
the superintending committee, and 33 by the prudential commit- 
tees, and 890 by parents. We would also call your attention to: 
the expense of instructing each scholar in the different districts :: 
the table only shows the cost for the year, whether the term be 
long or short. ‘Those who may wish to know the exact inequality, 
may ascertain the fact by dividing the expense per scholar by te 
whole number of weeks. 

You have had 8635 weeks of school —-185 summer, 178 winter. 
The longest was the winter term in No. 15, (12 weeks;) the 
shortest was the summer term in No. 21, (6 1-3 weeks.) Seven 
schools employed the same teachers throughout the year. ‘The 
town raised $2,000 last year for school purposes. We would 
recommend that no less sum be raised this year, as that sum will 
not give us the same length of schools as a less sum would for- 
merly, for teachers’ wages, as well as the wages of others, are 
now more than they have been in former years. And, also, the 
needs of your schools demand a higher grade of teachers, who can 
command higher wages. 

In conclusion, we would return our hearfelt thanks to the teach- 
ers, prudential committees and parents for their very cordial and

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eflicient aid in assisting us, by forwarding and trying to make our 
plans successful in waking up the schools, and making them every 
way successful ; and as we now lay down the power so indulgently 
reposed in us, we do it with the earnest wish for the continued 
success and prosperity of the common school, the bulwark of 
Christianity, and national liberty, prosperity and life.
